Persons 15 years of age and over:  Physical examination, chest X-Rays and Blood 
Test, including H.I.V. test.  The total cost of the physical examination including X-
Rays and Laboratory work is US $100.00 or the equivalent in TT dollars.  Children 
under 15 years of age:  Physical examination.  The total cost is US $32.00 or the 
equivalent in TT dollars. 
 
IMPORTANT:  YOU MUST TAKE YOUR PASSPORT AND IMMUNIZATION 
RECORDS, IF AVAILABLE TO THE VISA PANEL DOCTORS AND 
RADIOLOGIST FOR IDENTIFICATION PURPOSES.  PLEASE NOTE:  
IMMUNIZATION FEES ARE SEPARATE FROM THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION FEES. 
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
